GUARDING AGAIKST PLAGUE 


Texas Authorities Most Watchful 


Against the Importation From 
Mexico, 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 31.—It is declared 
that all necessary precautions have been 
taken by the Texas healih = authorities 
against the importation of disease or the 
plague from Mexico or California. New 
Orleans has no quarantine authority, which 
privilege is enjoyed by many cities in the 
United States, yet the city health authori- 
ties have to deal with sickness and disease 
when imported here. 

Realizing the responsibility that would 
rest with him, Dr. Kohnke, president of the 
city board of health, wrote to Dr. Souchon 
of the state board of health. In reply Dr. 
Scuchon gsaid he had been informed that al! 
the necessary precautions were being taken 
by the Texas authorities on: the frontier 
against the plague. and that the city health 


authorities had nothing t har

“This state has quarantine stations at 
E!l Paso, Eagle Pass, Laredo and Browns- 
ville, which cover every railway entering 
the state from Mexico and San Fran- 
cisco. This department is advised when- 
ever a Chinamafh from San Francisco en- 
terg the state, and the city authorities 


Chinaman goes are -advised 
to keep him under surveillance for a pe- 
riod of 10 days. 

“With reference to Mexico I will say 


that Mazatlan and Eucenada are the only 
infected places in that country. the eh ae 
reports of other infected places being 
evidently erroneous.

“We are in constant 
with the Mexican authorities, 

advised whenever new cases occur. These 
infected places are on the Pacific coast, 
and no persons from these prtase are 
permitted to enter. Texas until 15 days 
have elapsed from the time of their leav- 
ing the place of infection. 

“T am advised by Surgeon-General Wy- 
man that his department has men sta- 
tioned at these places of infection and 
also at Nogales. riz.. where the rail- 
way enters the United States from Mex- 
ico. 
“Tt is our purpose to protect not only 
our own state, but yours and other 
states as well, and will not permit people 
from infected points -to even pass 
through Texas except from San’Francis- 
co, which place is reported as not infect- 
ed at this writing.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—‘The key to a 
woman’s conscience should ever remain 
sacred to her possession, and no man, 
not even her husband, can invoke the

Such is the substance of a farreaching 
decision handed down today by Justice 
MacLean in the Supreme Court. 


If, said the justice,*a woman should 


wilfully deceive her husband as to her 
moral character, carrying her deceit to 
the extent of withholding 
ons of a life 
steeped in sin, law provides 
that he is entitled to a/separation, as 
she has not been an. 
the marriage contr . But when a 
woman might hav ad one weak mo- 
ment which she Aully atoned by after 
conduct and repentance, that is her in- 
violable secret, and her husband cannot 
get out the truth by cross-questioning 
in court and use the evidence to‘his ad- 
vantage. 

In a suit for divorce brought by Henry 
M. Moore against his wife, Lola, the 
husband charged that before their mar- 
riage his wife had been’ guilty of er- 
ror.’ The suit was trie! before a referee, 
and the young wife was made to answer 
questions put by her husband's lawyers 
laying bare a secret that was the one 
shadow on her early life. The referee 
reported that the husband was entitled 
to a divorce on the ground of this con- 
fession. 

Justice MacLean not only rejected the 
recommendation of the referee, but de- 
clares In a few short sentences that the 
assumption that the statute could be 
construed in favor of a husband in such 
an instance is: not only inconsistent with 
ethics but with the civilized law,

Remains of Song Writer Will 
Be Buried Beside 
His Mother. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COFFEYVILLE, Kan., Jan, %81.—The 
body of the Rev. Edward Dunbar, author 
ef the Sunday-school song, “There's a 
Light in the Window for Thee,” will be 
taken from the paupers’ graveyard at Cof- 
feyville and buried by the side of the moth- 
er of the deceased in New Bedford, Mass. 
Relatives of the dead preacher-poet have 
lately communicated with the Coffeyville. 
authorities on the subject. 

After serving a term in the Minnesota 
penitentiary for bigamy in the early 70s, 
Dunbar became a wanderer and nothing 
was heard of him till three years ago in 
the Coffeyville city jail, where he applied 
for food and lodging. It was a stormy 
night, and none knew from whence he 
came. He was given succor, and death 
came to him before morning. Letters in 
his pockets told who he was, but as no 
kin could be located by wire, the atithori- 
ties buried him. 


WHO DUNBAR WAS. 
Dunbar was a rising young preacher 
in New Bedford, with a wife and four 
children. Apparently without cause he 
left his family and came to Kansas, en- 


gaging in evangelistic work. He con+ 
ducted revivals in many towns with mar- 


velous success. He went from Kansas 
to Minneapolis,, Minn., to conduct a series 
of revival meetings. While there he fell 
in love with a young woman who attend- 
ed his revival, and married her against. 
the wishes of her folks, who were suspi- 
cious that all was not right with the 
evangelist, 

Judge W. D. Webb, now a re#ident of 
Atchison, Kan., was a resident of ‘Minne- 
apolis at the time, and the girl's family 
employed him to investigate Dunbar’s 
past. It didn’t take Webb long to ascer- 
tain the facts. Dunbar was arrested at 
Leavenworth, where he had been called 
to conduct a revival, and was taken back 
to Minneapolis for trial. Webb prosecut- 
ed the bigamist and convicted him, his 
New Bedford wife i against him. 
Dunbar was sentenced to four years in 
prison. 

Judge Webb, who is familiar with Dun- 
life, fells what Inspired the 
reacher-poet to write the song, ‘“There’s A 
aAght in the Window for Thee.”’ 


HOW HE WROTE THE SONG. 
“When Dunber was a boy,’’ says Judge 
Webb, “he worked in a factory in New 
Bedford, living with his aged mother. The 
boy worked till late “at night, and his 
mother always kept a light in the window 


for m. 
“At the age of 17, Dunbar décided to go to 
sea, and shipped for a three-years cruise. 


His mother, however, kept the light burn- 
ing in the window for him. She died before 
his return nome. Her last words were: 
‘Tell my boy that I wil keep a light burn- 
ing in the window of heaven for him.’ 

When Runbar returned home and receiv- 
ed his mothers dying message, he was 
deeply tmpressed, and ~ pm 3 thereafter 
repented of his sins, united with a church 
and began to study for the ministry. 
Soon he began to preach and write refi- 
+ songs. He wrote “There's A Light 
n the Window for Thee.’ in memory of 
his mother's tender love for him.’’

Novel Device for Preventing 
Railway Accidents Success- 
fully Tested: in Germany,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Consul-Gener- 
al Mason at Berlin has sent the state de- 
partment a new German device for pre- 
venting railway accidents. 


A light T Pail is laid between the rails. 
The joints of this third rail are con- 
nected so as to form a continuous elec- 
trical conductor. Midway under the 
eugine is hung an electrical apparatus 
connected with a contact shoe which 
slides along the third rail, and by wires 
with a telephone and an electric alarm 
bell in the cab, also with a red incan- 
descent lamp, which is lighted by the 
same impulse that rings the alarm bell. 

The device sets the electric brakes sim- 
ultaneously with the alarm. The appar- 
atus is so adjusted that the engineer can 
at any moment by touching a levebl’sat- 
ney himself that it is working.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Unless you are 
a member of Congress you can’t get shaved 
in the barber shop in the House of Repre- 
sentatives any more. ‘This edict was issued 
a day or so ago, and since that time every 
one about the capitol, not a member of 
Congress, has had enough hair on his face 
to organize a populist convention. 

It ail happened because a member of Con- 
gress in a hurry came rushing down to the 
barber shop to get shaved. 

Every chair in the shop was occupied. The 
member looked over the faces which the 
barbers were manicuring and found that 
each chair was occupied by a colleague ex- 
cept one at the end. In that was a minor 
employe, the House. 

Instantly there was an outburst. The 
representative declared it an outrage that 
he had to wait. The barbers tried to hurry 
things up with disastrous results to the 
minor employe. The member, who was 
pressed for time, had to wait as much as 
five minutes, and after being shaved has- 
tened to Speaker Henderson’s room and 
eomplained. The result was that an order 
was issued closing the barber shop to every 
one except the elect. 

Barbers Are Idle 
Half the Day. 

Now the barbers stand around idle half 
the day. Theses barbers much prefer to 
Shave the outside .public. There is more 
in. it for them.’ The representative who 
waits until he gets to the capitol to clean 
up his face: seldom, if ever, bestows. a tip, 


and the barbers feel] that ner than half 
their income has been shut off 

ITese official barbers are paid $60 a 
month to clean up the cham of the 
House, which work they sublet and are 
permitted to do ‘“‘barbering’’ as a side is- 
sue.

FRANCE LIKES OUR JUDICIARY 


Bill Introduced for Creating a Supreme 
Court Like That in the 
United States.

PARIS, Jan. 31.—A high compliment is 
paid to American jurisprudence by Deputy 
Charles Benoist, who has introduced into 
the Chamber of Deputies a bill to estab- 
lish in France a Supreme Court like in the 
United States, to be composed of pre- 
siding judge and eight other judges,'!to be 
appointed for life by the president of the 
republic. 

It is provided that a judge may resign 


at the e of 70 and after 10 years’ of 
eervice with full salarv. Benoist argues 
that this supreme court would be the high- 
es. tribunal in the land, framed on con- 
stitutional lenes and taking no part in exe- 
cutive or legislative administration.

past ten years, and had he felt so inclined 
-he could have held it indefinitely. 
Possibly.the most rem@rkabie feature of 
the long career of usefulness of Judge 
Reagan is the fact that he is the only liv- 
ing member of the Jefferson Devis cabinet. 
During the brief life of the Confederacy 
h> held the office of postmaster-general. 

In Texas he is known as “the Judge.” 
He was born in Sevier County, Tennessee, 


Oct, & 1818, of old pioneer stock, three 
lines of his ancestors having been among 
the first settlers of that territ OF 
reat genera helped to build Fort 
,ouson and his grandfather, John Reagan, 
was one of the first two white native Tenn- 
esseeans. The father of Judge Reagan was 
a farmer, and the boy grew up amid the

At the time Gen. Albert Sidney Johnston 
Was secretary of war of the republic of 
Texas and gave Reagan a second lieuten- 
ancy in a company of the standing army 
of the republic. Gen. Edward Burleson com- 
manded the regiment and the appointment 
met with his approval.

In 1842, while a surveyor, he studied law, 
and in, 1846 he was elected probate judge of 
Anderson County, the county in which he 
now tives. 

In 1847 he was elected to the state legis- 
lature. From 1852 to 1857: he was district 
judge. During the latter part of 1857 he 
was elected to Congress, and re-elected in 
1852 

When Texas seceded from the Union 
he resigned his seat in Congress and ac- 
cepted the rtfollo of tmaster-generai 
in President Davis’ cabinet. He held that 
office until 1865, when he became secretary 
of the treasury. At the fall of Richmond 
he retreated with President Davis and oth- 
er members of the cabinet and was cap- 
tured at the game time and sent to Fart 
Warren in Boston Harbor. There he was

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POLL TAX DISTURBS TEXAS 


Attorney-General Says That One Per- 
son Can Pay Another’s Tax, Thus 
- Making Tax Always Col- 
lectable. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Jan.) 3l.—Under the state 
law only those persorts who have paid their 
poll tax are eligible to vote at municipal 
or state elections. A law creating this con- 
dition was recently passed for the sole pur- 
pose of compelling the payment of the tax, 


But‘since the law was passed it develops 
that a whole lot of them would rather not 
vote than to pay the doliar tax. The result 
has been that a number of persons have 
paid the poll taxes of other persons, not 
only to make them eligible voters but also 
to make it possible hereafter to collect 
their poll tax, just as the property tax 1s 
collected. Once poll tax has been paid it 
can, under the law, always be collected. 

In answer to an inquiry from the comp- 
troller’s department the attorney-general 
today held that a tax collector, under the 
law, is authorized to accept an assessment 
and payment of poll tax from one person 
for another. It is immaterial whether the 
person himself offers to pay the tax or 
Zant some agent makes the offer for 

m. 

The following is the attorney-general’s 
letter to the comptroller on the subject:

JAMES BRUMMITT AN ’ 
we BARCLAY. + 
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GUTHRIE, O. T., Jan. 31.—In commuting 
the death sentence, imposed upon James 
Brummitt and George Barclay, the Presi- 
dent of the United States saved the necks 
of two native Kansans. They were convict- 
ed of the murder, in the Osage Indian na- 
tion, of J. I. Poole, a leader in the Creek 
Indian country among the farmers organ- 
ized for the purpose of hunting down and 
ridding that section of criminals. The mur- 
der was committed in a desperate fight 
between cutiaws and oificers on the morn- 
ing of July 6, 1900. 

Late in June, 1900, Barclay and Brummitt, 
with Ben Howell, started from Coffeyville, 
Kan., on a round-up of the Indian coun- 
tries. They formed a desperate trio. Howell 
was an escaped convict from the Kansas 
State penitentiary at Lansing; Brummitt 
had served a term in the same prison for 
grand larceny; Barclay was an apt pupil 
of the two, although the youngest of the 
trio. amd so far as known, the murder of 
Poole was his first criminal offense of any 
consequence. 

The trio had no trouble fn traversing the 
Cherokee Indian country, and during the 
day of July 4 they robbed the house of J. I. 
JYoole, near Tulsa, in the Creek Indian 
country. Pcole and his fam'ly were in 
Tulsa atlending a Fourth celebration. The 
robbers were credited with stealing cloth- 
ing and certain other articles, immediately 
afterward making their escape over the line 
fate the Osage country, which is in Okla- 
oma, 


POSSE RUNS THE 
ROBBERS DOWN. 

The next morning Poole headed a band of 
his neighbors on the trail of the outlaws. 
They were all members of an anti-horse 
thief association, having power to arrest. 


The trall was pushed hotly during the day 
and the succeeding night. On the morning 
of July 6, at daybreak, the Poole party 
came upon a farmhouse, near Hominy in 
the Osage country, where underneath the 
trees in the yard the housewife was pre- 
pores to serve breakfast 1o the three out- 


aws. 

The officers, were sure of the iden- 
tity of the trio, for they recvugnized some 
of the stolen clothing as that worn by the 
outlaws. The officers planned to sit at the 
tabie with the outiaws, and at a given 
signal from Poole all the officers were to 
draw down on the outlaws, omering them 
to throw up their hands and surrender. 
The plans worked well. 

When Poole gave the signal both Howell 
and Rarclay threw up their hands, but: 
Brummitt made a dash for his gun He was 
immediately struck over the head with a 
rife in the hands of one of the officers and 
knocked down, bis revolver falilng and roll- 
ing away from him. One of the other offi- 
cers, (aking Brummitt’s cut as an opening 
of the bat,e, snapped his Winchester at 
Barclay, the gun refused mre and Barclay, 
watching his opportunity, dashed aground 
the corner of the house. Turning quickly 
he pulled his gun and shot Poole, the leader 
of the pursuing party. --Then the battle 
became general. Barclay was shot several 
times, being critically wounded, but all 
three of the outlaws were taken prisoners 
and brought to the federal jall in Guthrie. 
Howell Ws kept here but a short time. 
The Lansing. penitentiary authorities 
were notified and they sent officers for 
their escaped prisoner. He has since 
completed his term of imprisonment and 
is now in the western part of Indian 
Territory. 


VERDICTS OF 
GUILTY FOUND. 


After Barclay’s wounds were healed, 
the two men were placed on trial at 
Pawnee, in the Federal Court, Associate 
Justice Bayard T. Hainer presiding. The 


Osage Indian pountsy is attached to Paw- 
nee County for judicial purposes, and 
all criminals must be tried at Pawnee in- 
stead of at Pawshuka, the Osage capital. 
Both were found guilty, as charged of 
murder in the first degree, and were sen- 
tenced to hang on June 26, posewine-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Rather than ac- 
cept an assignment which was not to his 
liking, Naval Constructor Richmond Ptar- 
son Hobson of Merrimac fame, has resigned 
from the navy. 

His resignation reached the department 
today and will be forwarded to the Presi- | 
dent in a few days with a recommendation 
that it be accepted. 

Hobson's letter, accompanying his resig- 
nation is said to sizzle. 

He takes the position that he has been 
forced out of the navy, while department 
officials hold that he thas forced himself 
out. 

Two weeks ago, Hobson was assigned to 
take charge of the navy yard at Bremer- 
ton, Wash., tn place of Naval Constructor 
Hibbs, who resigned, and was directed to 
be there by Feb. 9. 

Bremerton was just then In disrepute in 
the navy department. On account of gross- 
ly immoral conditions which were reported 
to surround the navy yard, the department 
had ordered that no more repairs be made 

n ships there until the town was effec- 
tively renovated. The conditions complained 

f were soon improved and the embargo on 
the yard was removed. . 

The assignment was distasteful to Hob- 
son. Nothing was heard from him dfrectly 
on the subject until today, but he gave out 
a newspaper interview in which he showed 
his displeasure, and said he had an under- 
standing with Secretary Moody by which 
he was to remain on waiting orders until 
the bill in Congress retiring him was dis- 
posed of. 


Department Denies 


It Forced Him Out. 

It was denied at the navy department that 
any. such understanding existed, and Hob- 
son was unofficially criticised for his asser- 
tions, 

Tt was then suspected that he would at- 
tempt to evad; the assignment, but the of- 
ficials declared he “must work or qult.’’ 
They were not surprised when he decided 
to quit. 

The only active duty Hobson has seen 
since he sunk the Merrimac in the channel 
at Santiago was the raising of the Spanish 
shins Admiral Dewey sank !n Manila bay.

Pinkertons Declare the World Is Not 
Big Enough to Hide the Men

After a week's patient, persistent search, 
Assistant Chief of Detectives Keely of St. 
Loyis has found a photograph of Fred Lew- 
is and Bill Rudolph, the Union bank rob- 
bers and murdcrers, and that picture is re- 
produced today In the Post-Dispatch, which 
is the first newspaper to publish a likeness 
of the outlaws. 

Thousands of copies of the photograph 
are being made by the Pinkerton agency, 
to be sent broadcast throughout the world, 
as a part of the plan of the Pinkerton’s 
to avenge the murder of one of their men. 

William A. Pinkerton, head of the detec- 


large enough to permit the escape of the 
men who murdered Detective Charles J. 
Schumacher. 

This declaration is in line with the well- 
-known policy of the Pinkertons—never to 
rest while the blood of one of their num- 
ber. is unavenged. 

The capture or killing of Rudolph and 
Lewis is no longer, so far as the Pinker- 
tons are eoncerned, a matter of hire. 

The bullets that cut down *Schumacher 
in front of the lonely house in Franklin 
County Jan. %4, when he went thither to 
arrest the two men who robbed the Bank 
of Union Dec. 27, gave every Pinkerton de- 
tective in the land a new and a stronger 
incentive to take the bark robbers dead or 
alive. 

Pinkerton men stand by each other as 
brother to brother. As a man avenges the 
murder of his mother’s son, so the Pinker- 
tons avenge the slaughter of one of their 
brother detectives. 

That has been the history of Pinkerton- 
ism from the beginning.

The finding of this photograph of the two 
young men, taken as hey stood side by 
side in a Jefferson City photographer’s 
gallery; is an important step toward the 
capture of the robbers and murderers. 

Jesse James, who murdered a Pinkerton 
detective, was pursued relentlessly by the 
Pinkertons, of whom he was kept: in con- 
stant dread, but as no photograph of the 
bandit since he grew to manhood was ex- 
tant the chase was greatly handicapped. 

The picture of Lewis and Rudolph is an 
excellent likeness of the men as they are 
today. Rudojlph is in his 2ist year. Lewis 
is supposed to b? about 25. The photograph 
is of comparatively recent date.

The identity of Rudolph is clearly estab- 
lished. He ig known to most of his friends 
as Bill Andurson, being the son of John 
Anderson, and grandson of old Capt. Ben 
Anderson, who lives near Stanton, Mo. 
John Anderson is said to reside at Hoxie, 
Ark. 

I’rank Pycrs of Flat River, Mo., confiden- 
tial friend of Frank Rudolph, stepfather of 
the outlaw, told the Post-Dispatch that Bill

LONDON, Jan. 31.—The hitch in the Vene- 
zuela negotiations caused by France’s de- 
mand for equality of treatment in the set- 
tlement of ciaims has caused great disap- 
pointment here. 

The French interposition at this stage is 
held in diplomatic circles to be an exceed- 
ingly astute move by Foreign Minister 
DelCasse, as it is calculated to keep the 
question open to the detriment of the rela- 
tions between Germany and England, and 
also to the relations of both with the United 
States. 

Minister DelCasse remained inactive until 
Germany and England were about to be 
extricated from the muddle into which 
they had pluriged, and the point he haa now 
raised is thought to be more difficult of ar- 
rangement than any heretofore in dispute. 
All this only intensifies the annoyance 
felt here over the shortsighted conduct 
of the British ministers, who seem to have 
entered into the affair unmindful of or 
oblivious to the complications tbeund to 
follow their action.

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FR. KENDRICK 


Pastor of St, Vincent de Paul 
Church Victim of Fatal- 
ity at El Paso, Tex. 


LABORED IN CITY FOR 
TWENTY-FIVE YEARS 


4 . . A ; . - 

Father D. W. Kendrick, pastor of St. Vin- 
vent de*Paul’s Church, Ninth and Park 
avenue, fell from a moving train in E) Paso, 
Texas, Saturday morning and was almost 
instantly killed. 

News of Fr. Kendrick’s death was receiv- 
ed in telegram to one of the other priests 
at St. Vincent's. 

Father Kendrick was returning from Los 
Angeles, Cal., where he had been sent on 
special church business. He had stopped 
at IE] Paso to visit his niece at that place. 

Father Kendrick was born in Ireland, 
Aug. 10, 1833. He came to this country 
when a boy, and was educated at Niagara 
University, N. Y. His theological studies 
were begun at St. Mary’s Seminary, and 
completed at Perryville, Mo. Father Kend- 
rick was ordained to the priesthood at St. 
Vincent Seminary, St. Louis, in © 1863 by 
Archbishop Kenrick. 

After his ordination, Father Kendrick 
Decame treasurer of the Niagara Univer- 
sity for many years and afterwards served 
as parisn priest of St. Vincent's church 
at Germantown, Pa., and as assistant par-. 
ish pricst at the Immaculate Conception 
Church in Baltimore. 

Father Kendrick came to S8t. Louls 25 
years ago and became pastor of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul’s Church and has filled the 
office continuously ever since.

Horseman and Jockey. 
“Jrish boys,”’ ‘‘Pa’’ continued, “‘are quick 


to see. They grasp an opportunity—or any- 
thing else for that matter. They are bright 
and witty and think rapidly. Jockeys have 
to think if they wish to be successful. If 
you tell a ‘Mick’ to do a thing, he will 
carry out your orders to the letter. Should 
you show him how to sit in the saddle 
and hold the reins, he will grasp the idea 
at once and do the thing perfectly in a 
few trials. 

“It’s different with the Dutch boys. I 
have had a dozen of them and not one was 
worth his sait as a jockey. Many became 
excellent horsemen, but were failures as 
joekeys. There is quite a distinction bet- 
tween a horseman and a jockey. 

“The negro boys are worthless. Many 
of them are not honest, and it takes many 
months to teach them anything. 

“Just when you believe they have 
learned something they forget all about 
it. I never could teach them anything 
but to saw wood. 

“Boys that take a chance make the best 
jockeys.” 

“What qualifications must a boy have 
to become a great jockey?’ Daly was 


asked. 

“Pa” thought a while. gathered his 
brows together, sat back in his chair 
and said: “It is the boy who has the 
devil in him that succeeds as a jockey. 

“The gmoody-goody boys are all right for 
home and business, but not for riding. 
A boy who will raise a rumpus or cut 
capers is the lad.who will take a chance 
—and that’s the kind of a youngster you 
need in horse racing. Some of the best 
riders I have had were mischievous and 
had to be tamed frequently to keep them 
in line.,’’ 


‘How do you teach your boys to ride?” 
First Lesson 
Is in Wagon. 


‘T take a new recruit with mein a wag- 


on and have him sit down on the seat 
alongside of me. Then I take the reins 
in my hands and show him how to hold 
them. As the horse travels along I show 
the boy how the horse’s body moves un- 
der $he different styles of gait, trot, pace 
and gallop. As soon as he learns these 
little details I put the larrup on a horse. 
I teach him how to crouch in the sad- 
dle. lean forward on the horge’e neck 
and take a short hold on the reins. I, 
then jab his toes tin. 

If a boy rides with his toes out he will 
hold on with his heels instead of his knees. 

‘Very often I have to get up, cork leg 
and ail, on the horse, to show just the 
style I want.’ 

‘Who was the best jockey you ever de- 
veloped ?”’ 

“Jimmy Mclaughlin was the best judge 
of pace, but Kaéward Garrison—the’ Snap- 
per—was the greatest lad at the finish of 
a race. Both boys learned easily—Garrison 
in two months. Mclaughiin I seldom, if 
ever, had to whip, but Garrison was always 
in hot water and he received a trouncing 
every day. 

“The one good quality about the Snap- 
per was the more I whipped him the bet- 
ter he rode. I member one day he re- 
ceived three whippings—one from me, one 
from the foreman and one from his aunt. 
He ran awsy at night and I trounced him. 
He accused the foreman of telling on him, 
and when he gave the latter the lie the 
head man walloped him good. Subsequent. 
ly he made his aunt angry and she dusted 
his jacket. That afternoon he e three 
winners.

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Joseph Francis Hagen, who is known in 
pugilistic circles as ‘Philadelphia Jack 
O’Brien,” is in many ways the most inter- 
esting fighter before the public today. His 
remarkable record gince hig visit to Eng- 
land in 1900, proves him to be a consistent 
pugilist, ready to take on anybody in his 
class ard many out of it. 

He has the habits of a gentleman and 
leads an @xemplary life. He does not think 
he knows it all, and admits that he learns 
something in every bout he takes part in. 
O’Brien looks on fighting as a business, 
pure and simple, and advises young men 
who have the ability to become pugilists, 
as it pays better than anything else he 
| knows of. 

Here is the story of O'Brien's remark- 
able career in the ring, told by himself: 

BY JOSEPH FRANCIS HAGAN. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 31.—It has taken 
me more than six years to box nry wey to 
my present position in the world, where 
the mitts hold sway, and I am almost in 
the prime of a pugilist’s life, having cele-' 
brated my %th birthday two weeks ago. 
It was back in ‘93 that I learned to box, 
and after one experience in an amature 
tournament, I decided to become a pro- 
fessional and make boxing a business. 

The first time I stepped into the ring be- 
fore an audience, was at the Caledonia 
Club, Philadelphia, to compete with other 
amateurs. I weighed then only 18 pounds 
and was 18 years of age. In that tourna- 
ment I boxed three men in two nights, 
each of whom I defeated decisively. On 
Dec. 12 following, spurred on’ by the suc- 
cess which I had met in the amateur tour- 
nament, I made my first appearance as 4 
professional against Isadore Truss of 
Philadelphia in a six-round bout, the re- 
sult of which was a draw. 

Has Taken Part 
in 106 Professional Bouts. 

All told, I ve taken part in 106 bouts as 
a professional, of which number only one 
nas been scored as a defeat‘*for'me. This 
was when Young Peter Jackson knocked 
me out in 13 rounds: at San Francisco, on 
Feb. 14, 1900.

MADISON, Wis., Jan. 21.—A professor in 
the University cf Wisconsin faculty, Dr. 
Arthur Stanley Wheeler,.was forced to re- 
sign because of conduct unbecoming one 
in his position and having been reduced to 


his last penny, hired out toa saloon keep- 
er whose patron he former'y was. He has 


resigned that position, because members 
of the faculty labored with him and used 
their influence to get him a place with a 
Minneapolis wholesale house. 

Incidental results are the closing, tempor- 
arily, of the gambling houses of the city, a 
faculty investigation into students gam- 
bling, trouble between the mayor, some al- 


dermen and the chief of police, the almost 
certain loss of the presidency of the univer- 


sity by the leading candidate, and certain 


dep cuts of the university appropriation 
measures by the legislature now in ses- 
sion. 


The immediate cause of the disturbance, 
which has stirred the state more than any 
ecandali emanating from the university 
since the wholesale burglary of the ladies’ 
dormitory and laundry by the Greek letter 
society men some years ago, was the 


‘roar’ which Wm. W. Atwater, a member 
of the Sigma Chi Fraternity and the son 
of a Nee ger 9 minister, made to the acting 
resident of the university, Dr. E. A. Birge, 
n the hope of getting back $1200 which he 
bad lost by. gambling on football Fins 
and at the faro and roulette rooms o ad- 
ison. Dr. Birge eubjected the boy to a 
sweating such as is sald to be the lot of 
victims before St. Louis grandjuries in 
boodle investigations, and the lad grew de- 
fiant and. retorted wth tears: ‘‘You needn't 
jump on me so hard. Members of the fac- 
ulfy are worse than the students. They 
gamble and get drunk. What do you ex- 
pect of us with that kind of example?’ 
This led to the exposure of the names 
of the four members of the staff of in- 
struction, but only one of those said by At- 
water to be guilty has suffered, Dr. Birge 
and Prof. C. R.. Vanhise went to Wheel- 
er's room, accused him of gambling and 
of habitual intoxication and demanded that 
he tender his resignation forthwith. The 
young peorenny. who is only 22 years old, 
was taken utterly by surprise and imme- 
diately complied. The professors took with 
them his stgned resignation. 

Atwater was also asked to leave the uni- 


versity. 

The treatment of Wheeler had «@ bad 
effect upon him. He threw himself into 
vice, gambied and drank away the money 


be had saved! and within ten dave was with- 
out money. but still too proud to send to 
his folks in the Bast for aid. His father 
is a professor in Yale University, from 
which institution the young man graduated 
last June. The younger Wheeler was a 
thorough student of English literature and 
was no mean poet, having repeatedly taken 
prizes for original compositions in rhyme. 
When on the verge of starvation Wheeler 
sobered up and looked for work, but was 
unable to find it, other than behind a bar 
in the basement cf the Avenue Hotel at $8 
per week. He hired out, intending only to 
stay until he could savea iittlea money and 
et away: from Madison. lUpon hearing of 
Vheeler's action university — professors 
busied themescives and offered to gst him 
a desirable place in Minneanolis if he would 
leave the city. After much rsuasion he 
consented and has left for Minneapolis.

a few miles south of here. The land is 
owned by a negro, Ike Lewis, and indi- 
cations of gold were brought to his notice 
by dirt from a well he was boring. He had 
previously been approached by an agent 
with a metal-locating needle, who assured 
him the earth underneath was rich in all

INDICTMENTS BY 
THE WHOLESALE 


Get Rid of a Surplus 
of Bad Men. 


CHIEF OF POLICE AND 115 
OTHERS ARE UNDER CHARGES 


Davenport Drove Out Gamblers and 
Prize Fighters Who Sought 
Refuge Under More Benign 
Rule of Rock Island—A 

Political Quarrel. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


ROCK ISLAND, Jan. 31.—Rock Isiand is 
in the throes of a moral reform. Chief of 


Police James R. Darnell is under Indict- 
ment for “palpable neglect of duty,” In 
enforcing the laws and ordinances that 


@re enacted to insure common decency, the 
majority of the 96 saloonkeepers in the city 
are under indictment and all the dozens 
of gambling dens and dives in town are 
Closed. 

A grandjury led by J. P. Flemirg of Mo- 
line as clerk, and J. D. Walton of An- 
dalusia, and urged on by State’s Attorney 
H. A. Weld is responsible for an upheaval 
without precedent in this vicinity. That 
body has just reported after laboring three 
weeks, during which time hundreds of wit-, 
nesses were cxamined and a vast amount 
of unsavory evidence was taken. 

In all 15 true bills were found, all but 
about a aozen of them relating to violations 
of statutes regulating of women in saloons, 
the running of slot machines and gaming. 
A number were indicted for renting prem- 
ises for the use of gamblers. 

One of the surprises came in the arrest of 
Capt... John Streckful-for operating slot 
machines on the Mississippi excursion 
steamer the J. S. Capt. Sireckfus was 
cited to appear last summer for running 
his slot machine while tied up at the levee 
here. He gave bond and the matter was 
hushed up, no trial ever having taken place 
and the facts being successfully kept from 
the public at the time. He has been forced 
to furnish a higher bond than the other 


slot machine offenders 

‘The gteatest interest attaches to the in- 
dictment et Chief Darnen. ‘here are 85 
counts against him, and chev fill 180 pages 
of closely typewritten foolscap. He is 
charged with having prevented his officers 
from arre@ting or complaining against most 
of the other offenders who are indicted. 
‘the witnesses whose testimony led to his 
indictment were Mayor B. F. Knox and five 
policemen. The mayor claims to have 
ordered the chief to enforce decency about 
the saloons, but declares that his orders 
were disregarded. The mayor is a candi- 
date for re-election this spring, and is 
charged by his opponents with endeavori 
to shift to his chief a responsibility that is 
plainly his under the city ordinances. 
Chief Darnell, in an. Interview, oharges 
the indictment to political opposition, and 
to the ill will of the state's attorney, whom 
he accuses of being after a share in the 
fines that will acorue. Darnell is under 
$1000 bonds, which was furnished by Mitch- 
ell & Lynde, the leading bankers of the 
city. Hie has handed his resignation to 
Mayor Knox, and it hes been accepted. 
Public sentiment is tending mvre and more 
toward the favor of the chief of police. 

In the light of the facts presented to the 
granajury Rock Island has been a very bad 
town. Recently Davenport, which is just 
across the Mississippi river, drove a large 
portion of its gambling element away, and 
this city vecame a refuge for the — 
tives. This, combined with a free rein giv- 
en to the other lawless elements made the 
town worse than ever before tn ifs history. 
Poker games ran ni«ht and day in many 
plares, saloons courted any sort of traffic 
hat yielded money, and prize fights were 
pullea off night after night in the city’s 
most prominent hall, which, by the way, 
adjoined the police station. 

It was into this that the grandju 
delved. The two members above named, 
who are both prominent in church affairs 
in their respective towns, improved the 
evenings while the genes was sitting, 
and some of the days while it tceek recosé 
and personally collected the deta upon 
which the indictments were made. PuDlic 
interest in the disclosures made is at a fe- 
veriah height, and there is certain to be a 
revalution {n municipal politics.

Famous Indian Chief Is Now 
| in Federal Prison at 
Atlanta, Ga. 


WAS FORMERLY A LEADER 
IN THE CHOCTAW NATION 


Was Representative, Judge, Senator 
and Minister, and One of the Might- 
iest Men in the Indian Territory 

Story of His Career. 


Sperial to Tieeest-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 31.—Having at vae 
rious times fn his career served as repre- 
sentative, senator. judge of the county 
court, digtrict attorney and Presbyterian. 
minister in the Choctaw natidh of the In- 
dian Territory, Solomon Hotema, a mag- 
nificent representative of his proud race, 
has just commenced to serve a life sen- 
tonce, in the Atlanta federal prison. He 
was the chief actor in the socalled witch 
killing, which occurred In the Ohoctaw 
nation in 1899. . 

He was brought to Atlanta from Paris, 
Tex., by R. Il. Smith and D. Geallile, 
United States deputy marshals. As the 
doors closed upon him he said: 

“Good-by, I hope to see you all again. 
Tell my friends that I shail ever love 
them.” That was all. 

Solomon Hotema, once the mightiest 
man: of his nation, turned toward an of- 
ficial and signified his intention of being 
ready to be examined and placed tn a 
cell where he is destined to remain until 
death releases him. 

The two marshals simply said, “Judge, 
our friends will not forget you. Always 
1iope. Good-by.” 


Hotema Is a 
Remarkable Man. 

“The career of Hotema has been a re- 
markable ofe. He is now 51 years old, and 
came with his parents—full-blooded Choc- 
taws—to the Indian Territory when a ohiid, 
His family possessed wealth and he was 
sent to Roanoke College in Virginia, where 
he graduated with honors. Upon his return 
he at once became @ leader and was suc- 
ceesively elected representative, senator 
county judge and district attorney.

to all men, at all times, These themes include love, home, books, work, culture 
and religion. It is with the golden word, success. we are here concerned, all these 
papers being writtem in the ipterest of young men and women whose days and 
nights are filled with plans for winning a place and name. 
_ Attracted by the rewards won by a few in the city, multitudes of young men and 
women leave the farm or village and go to the great cities to make their fortune. 
They iook upon the city, not simply as the natural home of wealth, education. music, 
art, eloquence, but as the place where there are the fewest obstacles to be overcome, 
and the largest number of openings. Many of these young people are here without a 
patron who can command friends, without the capital that is like an instrument in 
the hand, without vantage ground on which to begin or friends to point out ths 
pathways of prosperity. To this great task of winning success they bring only @ 
strong body, a clear mind, ambition and the purpose to succeed, Whutever they win, 
they must win for themselves, by their Own unaided talent, climbing up hand over 
hand upon the goiden rounds of the ladder, 

For many of these young men and women every moment of time and every atom 
of strength during the day are so taxed that they have only their lonely evenings and 
Sundays for considering the general question of failure and success and to decide up- 
on the method by which they can best of al] make their way. But at the otuset it 
should be said that all these can make no greater mistake than to rebel against their 
circumstances or to become embittered by events, or to develop envy toward the sons 
and daughters of the few great families who already have name, offices and honors. 
When fortune chooses her favorite she oftentimes thrusts the favorite into povérty 
and obscurity and then, standing beside him, this invisible angel loads the boy’s back 
with burdens, that by carrying he may grow strong. Indeed, many of these who 
now count themselves friendless, neglected, forgotten of man and God, buffeted about 
by fate and circumstances, will, when long time has passed, be chiefly grateful for the 
very obstacles that now confront them and the very difficulties with which they now 
wrestle.

It is given to a potter to take a lump of mud, and, with gentle 
pressure, to shape it into the lines of a beautiful vase, and it is given unto the angels 
of poverty and necessity to stand beside the youth and, with rigorous pressure, to 
shape his raw talent into the outline of a strong and successful man. 

At the very beginning, therefore, it should be said that the foundation of success 
is already laid for the youth who finds it necessary to achieve a place for himself.

And while others 
applaud them as being succeasful, inwardly they fecl that they have failed. Could 


we sit down with one of these men and talk with him as with a familiar friend, he 
would tell us that his happiness and the sense of succees do not come with (he know- 
ledge that a man's name is well known. Gold, pesition, reputation for culture, s%o- 
cial standing, represent certain things; the sense of victory represents other things. 
Now and then a man has become widely known for his culture, but the wisest man 
in history is also called the saddest man in history. 

Money is not success. The other day an Finglishman, who represents the modern 
Cresus, with an unlimited bank account, with a great name in the financial world, 
committed suicide because gold and industrial succ2ss did not seem to make life worth 
living. 

Social position is not enough. Witners the bitterness and cynicism of Chesterfield, 
leading the four hundred of his day, and Jike' tng serpent engirt with fire, finally 
stinwing himself to death. ie 

On the other hand, now that some time has passed, many men who were called fail- 
ures in their lifetime now stand forth prominently successful. No man in his era made 
a greater failure than the old Greek whoee dress was a single robe, whose food was 
black bread, and who, in am age when each soldier furnished his own equipment, stood 
aN night, barefooted, in the winter fulfilling his task as sentinel. This man was put 
to death at last, by polfson, and yet what man in the last century could be compared 
for influence and those elements that make a great career, with that teacher whose 
life at the time seemed such a failure? It is possible to live in a palace, wear purple 
and rule. multitudes, and still carry about by night and day the sense of failure. It is 
possible for Paul to live in a dungeon under that palace, with no future but capital 
punishment, and yet to carry the sense of victory and the reflection that the life has 
been well lived and the place and influence made sure in history. Events about us tell 
us that all is not gold that glitters. The judgments of today are often reversed to- 
morrow. The first are become last and the last first. 

There is a success of failure, and a failure of success. 

THE TEST OF SUCCESS. 

Consider what Is success. 

In determining our definition, everything depends upon the standard and measure- 
ment. Strictly speaking, the test is not in the possession of things without, but in 
the consciousness of one’s Inner approval. What would be success for one man is 
failure for another. Newton's talent was in mathematics and Carlyle’s was in litera- 
ture. Carlyle deserved more credit for having mastered the multipliqation table 
than Isaae Newton fur his knowledge o7 logarithms. Some men are so well born and 
evenly poised by reason of their ancestry, that for them to allow the brow to be 
black with anger and the lips to mutter ‘‘P shaw’ is a greater sin than for another 
to swear like a trooper, for the latter was born tempestuous, with passions within 
glowing like hidden vocanio fires. 

Men differ in commercial genuls also—one man deserves little credit for being a 
millionaire, for God gave him at birth the genius of accumulating money, and set 
him in a great opportunity. Another man dies worth a thousand dollars, but he 
deserves far more credit for keeping out of the poorhouse than the other man for 
making a million. : 

In western Oregon, when the wheat train starts toward Portland, an engine is put 
on to furnish the brake, for the read runs down hill, and the wheat is carried by its 
own momentum. To carry the same wheat to Seattle, means that the train must be 
divided into three parts, and as many engines are need=d to draw the wheat up the 
hill toward the top and cver the divide. For some mem, success Is alfidown-grade, by 
reason of the happy conjunction of birth and fortune: for others every achievemcnt 
represents a struggle, a olimb, a long, unceasing upward pull. .hink you that these 
latter failures may not be called successful in the highest degreo? The question to be 
asked therefore is, what is a man made for? What talent is his? What task is com- 
mitted to his hands? 

These are not easy questions. No parent knows what his own child's strongest 
faculty is. If the youth at 15 knew where was the line of least resistance, his choice 
of an occupation would be easy. 

Every youth who starts out to make his fortune jis like a voyager who sails un- 
der sealed orders. When he leaves the port he does know not into what disiant he- 
ven he Is to sail, nor what cargo he is to carry, nor what mission he is to fulfill. And 
success will be in reading aright the sealeg order and bringing the ship committed 
to his chargs into the desired haven. 

For a man to do any work less than the highest work of which he is capable, ts 
failure. Contrariwise, no man can fall of happiness and the sense of victory, who 
feels that he is using the strongest gift and talent that God has given him and using 
it rightly in obedience to the laws of nature and God. 

Nature teems with illustrations of this principle. The strongest gift of the snail is 
movement; therefore, for a snall success is in crawling. The highest gift of the lark {fs 
song, and the lark that hops from bough to bough, merely using its feet, is a failure. 
The deer’s strongest faculty is its speed, and, therefore, it succeeds in swift flight. 
The test of success for a lion is strength to strike; the test of success for a horse is 
strength used for man's services; and test of success for the youth is in the use of his 
highest taJent. 

If the youth uses his talent one grade lower, he will have the sense of failure, for 
the use of the less higher gift will breed irritation, waken discontent and embarrass 
his every movement 

A man, therefore, who has skill in shaping iron or steel, so as to become a per- 
fect needle or a hairepring of a watch, and finde that that represents his very 
strongest gift, is successful, just as successful as another man is in achieving a great 
financial prominence. 

Such success therefore is the race, and not in the wreath won. That young girl 
who crept out of the tornado and darkness over the bridge and stopped the train and 
saved the passengers from the abyss and flood received a gold medal and a wreath of 
flowers. The medal is preserved, but it does not give the sense of success. Her happi- 
ness is in the consciousness of the work she did, and in the possession of qualities, in- 
teliectual and moral, that enabled her to do the work. Thus land and offices and gold 
are only external medals, they are the physical ‘‘counters” that outwardly stand for 
the inner and real thing, the intellectua!] and moral quality that endures and lends the 
consciousness that one has done one’s work well. 

There can be no sense of failure, there is no happiness for him who has won the 
approval of his own conscience and who feels that he is good friends with nature, 
with his fellows and good friends with his God. For that man the future holds no tor- 
menting fears.

Housé in Which the President of the 
Confederacy Passed So Many Hours 
at Last Passes Out of the 
Hands of His Widow.

JACKSON, Miss., Feb. 1.—‘‘Beauvoir,” 
the old home of Jefferson Davis, will, in a 
few days, pass from the possession of his 
widow to that of the Sons of Confedcrate 
Veterans of Mississippi. 

At a meeting of a committee of that or- 
ganization, held here Thursday last, the de- 
ficiency in the purchase price of $10,000 
was made up and nothing now remains ex- 
cept the formal transfer, which’ will take 
little time. 

The roomy. old-fashioned southern struct- 
ure of one story, In which the ex-President 
of the Confederacy spent so many years of 
his life, will be converted by the organiza- 


tion, which has already practically ac- 
quired it, into a Home for Confederate 
Veterans. This desire has long been dear 


to the hearts, not only of the sons but the 
daughters of veterans of this state, and the 
consummation of it will be hailed witb 
delight. It will greatly please Mrs. Davis. 
She has always insisted that she would 
never part with the home, endeared to her 
by so many tender recollections, unless it 
were for a purpose which would perpetuate 
her husband’s memory, and that of the 
cause for which he stood. Twice since 
her husband’s death, she has been asked to 
dispose of the property for hotel purposes. 
In one case, the was offered $90,000 and 
somewhat lator $30,000, but she would not 
entertain the idea. 


One of the Solid

The house is not now in the best of re- 
pair, but arrangements will immediately 
be made to put it into shape for the recep- 
tion of the old soldiers. The port is 
for the most part sound and only those 
parta most exposed to the weather show 
signs of decay.

Delegate Funsch Favors Utah 
Law of Setting Aside One 
Day Yearly for It. 


MAY INTRODUCE A BILL 
LIKE IT IN THE HOUSE 


Health Department Officials Approve 
of the Idea, If It Would Be Pos- 
sible to Make Those Clean Up 
Who Should Do So. 


Oliver J. Funsch, the Public Ownership 
member of the House of Delegates from the 
Ninth ward, is deeply interested in the 
new health holiday iaw of Utah, which‘ 
promises to advertise t © state more ef- 
fectively than its os or’ its Mor- 
Ynon temple. 

“It’s a very good idea,’’ Mr. Funsch ob- 
served last night. “St. Louis might do 
well to borrow it. I may possibly introduce 
a Similar bill in the House and, if I do, I 
think the House will pass it.’’ 

“Clean up” is the keynote of the new 
Utah statute. In this respect it commends 
itself to everyone interested in the trans- 
formation of St. Louis into the city beau- 
tiful. 

In brief, it sets aside one day annually 
when all citizens shall turn from conven- 
tional pursuits and with brooms, scrub 
brushes and disinfectants Sweep, scour, 
dust and clean their respective residences, 
Stcres and offices. 

Incidentally, it provides a penalty of $50 
for each violation of its provisions, which 
prescribe specifically exactly what clean- 
ing shall be done. 

“St. Louis certainly ought to get a gen- 
eral cleaning once a year,” said Delegate 
Funsch. “In fact, In some parts of the 
city and with some people in the city a 
law ‘compelling a general cleaning three 
or four times a year would be all right. 

“But the Utah idea is all right. If 
everybody in St. Louis would put on his 
dusting cap once a year and go after all 
the dirt in sight the effect would certain- 
ly be beneficial.

Mr. Rilliett is the aeronau- 
tical engineer of the expedition, and, in addition to this, he 
is to look after the construction of the sledges. On the 
other trip the sledges were made of ash in Norway. This 
time they will be made of hickory in the United States. 
The ash became brittle in the intense cold, and was easily 
broken. 

The second Ziegler expedition will leave New York 
City some time in the eoming spring, probably in May. 
The men will go to Norway, and in July they will leave 
Tromso, the northernmost of the Norwegian ports, ior 
Franz Joseph Land. They will spend the winter of 1903-4 
in Franz Joseph Land, and when the six months of ni 
end in April of 1904 a selected portion of the expedition 
will make a dash over the ice toward the pole, doing their 
utmost to cover the 400 miles between the winter camp 


and the pote, and the same distance back to the camp be- 
fore the Arctic winter overtakes them. 


It is on this despefate stage of the journey that Mr. 
Rilliett will render his most important service to the ex- 
pedition. He is an expert in aeronautics, which embrace 
the inflation, ballasting and ‘sailing of balloons. The 
Ziegler expedition has a very compléte set of balioons, and 
Mr. Rilliett assisted in their ‘construction at Quincy, ill. 
He knows all about every balloon im the outfit. They are 
expected to serve the double putpose of enabling ‘the ex- 
plorers to sail over the mountains of ice if the Soom et 
come impassable, and to send word back tot 
or even to civilization.

He was a familiar figure in Guth- 
rie, El Reno and Enid, and his confession 
on hia deathbed that he was John Wilkes 
Booth,, to whom it is now discovered he 
bore a remarkable resemblance, created a 
profound sensation in those localities. 

He announced that he had eluded the 
officers after the assassination of Lincoln 
and had since remained incognito, travel- 
ing much, but always under an assumed 
name. 

“George's” first confession that he was 
Booth was made to Mrs. Harper, wife of 
the minister of the First Methodist Church 
of Enid. He told her—‘I killed the best 
man that ever lived—Abraham Lincéoln.”’ 

Mrs, Harper states that she met George 
in El Reno, where he was boarding with a 

family named Simmons, with some mem- 
és | bers of which she was intimate. She says 
her acquaintance with him would lead her 
“y to believe him a “different person from 
se what he represented himself to be. He 
was eccentric. Although he claimed to be 
only a painter of houses, yet he was of far 
more than the ordinary intelligence, and in 
conversation would discuss subjects of 
moment with the greatest ability and skill. 
He told frequently of his visits to Jeru- 
salem, of his travels through Europe, Asia 
and Africa. 
There were few people with whom he 
eared to have anything to do. Generally 
he was gloony, though at times he wou!d 


anything to irjure me. Did it ever occur 
to you that I was anything but an ordi- 
nary painter? I killed the best man that 
ever lived.’ I asked him who it was and he 
answered, ‘Atraham Lincoln.* 

“I conldn't believe it. I thought probably 
he was out of his head. He said: ‘Don’t 
doubt it: it is true; I see you cannot be- 
lieve it, but it is true. I am going to die 
in'a few minutes.’ He told me he was 
rich and had written his life and left it 
in‘book form, and that after his death it 
would be published. He said he was J. 
Wilkes Booth, and taking pencil and pa- 
per wrote it down—a large, peculiar hand, 
He seemed to be perfectly rational when 
talking with me; he knew me and knew 
where he was, and really thought he was 
about to die. He asked me to keep his 
secret until after he was dead, adding, 
‘If anyone would find out now that | 
was J. Wilkes Booth, they would take me 
out and hang me, and the people who love 
me so well would despise me.’ 

“George told me that men in high offi- 
cial life hated Lincoln and promised him 
a great reward if he and anwther man 
would kill Lincolm, Seward and others. 

“George said the suspense of possibly be- 
ing detected all the time was something aw- 
ful.. He said he traveled since all over Eu- 
rope, Africa and in Asia. He said his life 
was miserable, that Mrs. Surrett was inno- 
cent, and he was responsible for her death 


one of his eyebrows higher than the other.

That George had a past was known by all 
acquainted with him, but the secret of 
that past was not known. After his dying 
statement became known, an investigation 
was commenced, but without much success 
in unraveling the mystery. The friends 
who knew him best, state that .so far as 
they know he might have been Bootfi, that 
he talked little of the past. 

When the surgeons examined him 
they found his leg broken in the same 
manner and in the same place as was 
Booth’s after the actor jumped from 
the President’s box in Ford’s Theater, 
having murdered the nation’s he:d.

The “‘sa- 
tanic ear’”’ is not much larger than the 
ordinary ear, but the lower lobe there- 
of clings close unto the side of the 
head instead of projecting outward like 
the ordinary ear.

HILE it is believed here that the 

body brought to Washington, 

April 27, 1965, as that of Jona 

Wilkes Booth, was in fact the body of

“Three or four meager dogs, wasted and 
vexed in search of food; some children, 
nearly naked, gaging at him from their 
huts; were all the living things he saw. A 
fetid vapor, hot and sickening as the breath 
of an.oven, rose up from the earth and | 
hung over cvery thing around; and ag his | 
footprints sank into the marshy ground, 2 
black poze started forth to blot them out. 

“Their. land was mere forest. The trees 
had grown so thick and close that they 
shouldered one another out of thetr places, 
end the weakest, forced into shapes of 
strange distortion, languished like crip- 
ples. 


{He went..down to the landing weed 
where they had left their. ~goods last night; 
there he found some half-dozen men—wan 
aged forlorn to look at, but ready enough} to 
assist—who helped him carry them to’ ‘the 
log ‘house. They shook their heads in 
speaking: of the settlement and had no ‘en- 
couragement to give Kim. Those who had 
the means of going away had all deserted 
it, Those who were left had most of them 
lost their wives, children, friends, or broith- 
ers and had suffered much themselies. 
They frankly offered their assistance and 
advice, and, Jeaving him for the ti 
went sadjy off upon their several tasks.”’ 

Thirty years after Charles Dickens wrote 
his description of the place, Mark Twain 
wrote his “Gilded Age,” in which the chief 
comedy character was Co]. Mulberry Sel- 
lers. Having been asked within a few 
miles of the site of the departed Marton 
City, and being familiar “with its history 
and that of Col. William Muldrow, its 
founder, it is not strange that he should 
have selected it as one of the atriking 
events in “‘a gilded age.” 

Col. Sellers was so typical of a certain 
class of Americans that the character not 
only made a great hit, but the name even 
became synonomous with and typical of 
the character. The most exaggerated t 
of the visionary man, it was Col, Sellers’ 
ambition to bulld a great metropolis in the 
West and he selected the settlement of 
Stone’s Landing as the spot, which, under 
the name Napoleon, should conquer . 
commercial world. A rajlroad wag to /he 
built in its vicinity, and Col. Sellers..di- 
rected the attention of the engineers in its 
direction.

HE ruse of. Hercules in_ securing the 
wolden apples.of the Hesperides, the 
eleventh of the lahors imposed upon 

him by Eurystheus. is to be embodied in 
titanic sculpture high upon the Libera! 
Arts building of the Louisiana Purchase 


Exposition. 
The cornice of the four-cornered pavil- 
fons of that enormous building will be sup- 


ported or the shoulders of 32 giants. The 
sr of this sculptural and architectural 
evement will be stupendous. 

There will be 16 pairs of these plaster 
Joliaths in kneeling posture,-facing each 
other in niches beneath the roof of the two 
sides of the four pavilions, and, while they 
will be 100 feet from the-ground, such are 
heir massive proportions that none of 

eilr impressiveness will be lost. 

“he first of these great figures of Her- 

es has been modeled and is ready for 

sting in plaster at the staff shop of 
mox, Eastman & Co. at the World’s Fair 
rounds. The complementary figure is being 


modeled in clay by Hugo Wagner, a young 
New York sculptor, a pupil of Carl Bitter, 
ihe director of sculpture of the World's 
Fair. 

These statues are the largest ever mod- 
eled and cast in a staff shop for a World’s 
lair. 


The story told by these kneelifig giants, 
that seem to support the sky above tho 
World's Fair grqunds, is from the myth- 
ology of the Greeks. It tells of the most 
difficult of the twelve tasks imposed upon 
Hercules, the theft of the golden apples 
of ‘the Hesperides. Hercules did not Know 
where to find the apples, but after va- 
rious adventures arrived at Mount Atlas 
ir. Africa. ' 

The task of Atlas was .to forever sup- 
port upon his eghoulders the sky, thus 
keeping it from, falling upon the earth. 
He was .the father of the Hesperides, 
whose duty it was to guard the fruit of 
the tree planted to celebrate the union 
of, Jove and Juno. 

Through him Hercules, learned where the 
goiden apples were, and .realizing the im-

The making of 32 of these stupendous 
nigures is a matter of great difficulty and 
requires’ the services of about 20 skilled 
sculptors, each one of them an artist in his 
own particular braneh of the art. 

The conception of the figures, one wt 
which is called the right, the other the 
left, designated to face one arncther, was 
left to Mr. Edward Wagner. 

For more than a month Mr. Wagner la- 
bored on the sketch model in clay, one- 
fourth the size of the big figure. He em- 
rloyed Carl Victor of St. Louis as a 
model, who was also employed afterward 
in the modeling of the big statues. 

After the sketch model was _ fashioned 
the most exacting part’ of the work be- 
gan, the building of the’ armature, ag it 
is called. This ia skeleton framework of 
woog and iron of the exact proportions of 
the sketch model, enlarged nearly four 
times. If this 's not exactly proportioned 
the statue will be distorted. The armature 
must be five inches smaljer al) around 
than four times as large as the sketch 
model, to allow for the clay that willbe 
placed upon it. 

When Mr. Edward Wagner had com- 
pleted the armature he turned it over to 
his: son, Hugo, who modeled the statue, 
having before him ‘for-a guide, the sketch 
model. '

The making of the mold in which the 


permanent cast will be made is a task re- 


quiring great ekill. 

First, the great clay model is painted 
with shellac, every part of the clay being 
touched with ft. It is then covered entirely 
with a layer of clay two inches thick. The 
purpose of this is to eventually make space 
for the mold itself. This covering ‘of clay 
is also painted with shellac. 

Upon this, huge masses of plaster of 
Paris are cast to a depth of a foot or 
more, divided here and there into sections 
with strips of clay. The plaster is mingled 
with hemp fiber, which ties it together and 
renders it practically unbreakable. About 
this is bullt a seaffolding or armature of 
wood to support its great weight. 

After the outside mold has become hard 
it is taken down In sections, as it was built 
up in the soft plaster, and the layer of clay, 
covering the statue, is ed. The statue 
and the outer cast are again painted with 
shellac, and the plaster sections set up 
about the statue, leaving a space of two 
laches between the two,

HE River Des Peres must be eliminated, It must be put under 
f ground, It must be buried where St. Louis may never see it more. 
So saith Isaac S. Taylor. Mr. Taylor is director of works for the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition Co. His work at the Fair site, where he 
has spent something like $160,000 hiding a part of the famous little St. 
Louis river in a big wooden flume, has convinced him that proper sanitary 
conditions demand that the entire river be covered. Mr. Taylor says it is 
a riyer no longer, but has become a sewer. 


Mr. Taylor's suggestion directs interest to the scheme of Edward A. 


Hermannn. Mr. Hermann is sewer commissioner of the City of St. Louis.’ 


He has been working for three years upon a scheme wherby the valley of 
the River Des Peres would. become the great park place, boulevard and 


driveway of St. Louis. 


’ 


Mr. Hermann had not suggested that the river be covered over. But 
to cover it would in no wise interfere with his plan. It would rather add to 
it. He would have the city purchase a strip from 300 to 500 feet wide in 
the river valley, beginning at the south side of Forest Park and continu- 
ing to the Mississippi re at Carondelet. Within this strip Mr. Herriann 


would build a speedway, 


a boulevard and driveway, electric car lines 


owned and opetated by the municipality, and a bicycle path. He would 
fill all the interspaces with lawns, gardens, walks, etc., making the valley 
of the River Des Peres the great park place and driving place of St. Louis. 
Mr. Hermann’s plan embraces an elimination of the kinks in the river. 
Just now it is 15 miles long from the south edge of Forest Park to its 
junction with the Missisippi river at Carondelet. Mr. Hermann estimates 
that five miles of kinks can be removed. 


It must be covered over with a good and

Another branch, Known us the 
West Fork, rises further sowth and drains 
much of St. Louls County around Kirk- 
wood and southeast of Creve Coeur lake. 
The main stream erters the city limite 
northwest of Cabanne and runs southeast- 
erly through Forest Park, then southerly 
to Cheltenham, then southeasterly around 
the city limits to a junction with the Mis- 
sissippi at Carondelet. It is joined by the 
West Fork just north of the Frisco Rzut!- 
road tracks on the southwest side of the 
city. ' * 

In the rainy season the River Des Peres 
is quite a stream, having a volume 1 
feet deep and 50 feet wide in Forest Park, 
and 12 feet deep and 180 feet wide at Ca- 
rondelet.

the great cost it would entail. He says it 
would cost not less than $125 a lineal foot 
to cover the river in Forest Park, and that 
this cost would increase as the volume of 
the river finereases until the cost of the 
work, near Carondelet, would cost close to 
stmt a lineal foot. 

Mr. Taylor considers that, whatever the 
cost, the river must be covered over and 
hidden away. He regards it as a sanitary 
measure which, while not especially press- 
ing now, Is going to become pressing within 
a short white.

UST how to produce. upon a theatrical stage a Roman chariot race, 


in which two contestants, driving four horses each; are eagerly 
striving against each other, is a mechanical problem that puzzled 
many people in St. Louis, who witnessed the performance of “Ben Hur” 


last week, 


Fight spirited horses, tearing at full speed in view of an audience, 
are difficult to handle, and when the race is kept up for 80 seconds, as is 
the case in this instance, no small degree of mechanical ingenuity and ex- 
penditure of money are requisite to make it a success. 

Just how it is done is fully explained in-the accompanying, illustra- 


tions and reatling matter. 


HE work of preparing the Olympic 
Theater for the presentation of the 
great chariot race scene in ‘‘Ben 

Hur” began two years ago, for the stage 
was then enlarged both in width and height 
for the three weeks' engagement of, last 
winter. 

The work at that time was done in ac- 
cordance with plans. and specifications 
furnished from New York, where the play 
was then running. While the idea is the 
fame as that used by Neil Burgers in the 
“County Fair’’—-wh'ch idea, by the way. 


was patented by Mr. Burgess and caused 
the préducers of ‘“‘Ben Hur’’ no little an- 
noyance and some considerable expense— 
it is so much more elaborate that no one 
here had any knowledge of the work neces- 
sary. e 

The chief idea is that of the treadmill, 
but the idea has been greatly elaborated. 

The stage of the theater now looks like 
a great machine shop. Above, and below, 
and on every side, there are motors, 
dynamos, belt shafts, wheels within wheels, 
and more apparatus than one finds in the 
same space in a shoe factory. 


Underneath the stag@ are two big 
dynamos of 2%-horse power each. They 
are used to run the treadmill, upon whch 
the horses run, and'to turn the panoramic 
scenery. In addition to these power pro- 
ducers, there is a big hand-wheel with 
which to start the race. Two big handles 
are attached to this wheel so that four men 
can work it. | 

A series of,cogs multiplies the power to 
such an extent that the production could 
go ou by hand power even if the electric 
motor should for any reason give out. 


The motor and the hand power machincry 
are attached to the immense flywheel, upon 
which are belts that communicate the 
movements to the apparatus on the stage. 

The mechanism of the two cradies which 
support the treadmills upon which 
horses run is most complicated. They are 
20 feet in length and 14 feet wide, in order 
to give room for four horses. They are 
set upon railways and are movabie back- 
ward and forward. They are supported 
by a bridge structure capable of support- 
ing a weight of 20 tons. They are moved 
forward and back as the race progresses by 
power furnished by the dynamos, which 
also help to revolve the treadmill. These 
mills are so heavy that if they were left

COFFEE-CHEWING A NEW HABIT

agins. He would, perhaps, have made a 
close study of the effect of habitual coffee 
chewing, just as Dr. Joseph Smuri of Phil- 
adelphia has done. 

Dr. Smurl says: 

“Coffee chewing is a habit easily con- 
tracted, for the taste of the crisp, roasted 
berries is not unpleasant, and the exhil- 
laration, the stimulus, that the berries 
give is quite as marked as that which 
would be obtained from a glass or two 
of beer, or from a drink of whisky. 

“It ts this exhilaration, I am convinced, 
that causes the habit to be formed, and 
that makes it ‘a bad habit.to break away 
from. It should be. broken away from; 
its effects are highly injusious; they are 
more ‘injurious than those of tobacco chew- 


ing. 

- “The coffee chewing habit wrecks: the 
nerves, it makes the skin sallow, and it 
destroys the appetite. I have had occasion 
‘to treat a number of men for it. I always 
advise such men to break off by itmper- 
ceptible degrees—to give three or four 
months to the task. Some succeed, and 
some do not. Men who work in coffee 
Plants find it almost impossible to suc- 
ceed.”’ 

It is the general bellef among physi- 
clans that the coffee chewing habit 
from excessive coffee drinking, The hu-. 
man system becomes subject to the influ

chew. coffee because from continual coffee 


drinking, they crave its taste and its 
stimulating quality. 
Coffee experts gfone, amongst the coffee 


workers, do not contract the chewing 
habit, for if they did, their sense of taste 
would be dulled. The experts, by smell 
only, or by taste only, distinguish without 
the slightest difficulty or uncertainty be- 
tween the Arabian, the Javanese, the Guat- 
emalan, the Costa Rican, the Bogotan and 
a dozen other coffees. The could net do 
this if they were coffee chewers. .. 

There are many hundreds of coffee plants 
in the United States—huge factories where 
coffee is stored, tested, blended and roast- 
ed. These factories have for their distin- 
guishing mark hour-glass shaped jars of 
bright Drass set here and there. They are 
about three feet in height. They come from 
China, and into them are thrown the hun- 
dreds of cups of coffee that are made each 
day and tested. 


The coffee expert tests his coffee green, 
roasted and in the cup. He makes the 
first two tests to get the aroma, and it is 
strange to see him take up the coffee ber- 
ries in a double handful, plunge his face 
deep into them, and sniff, sniff. 

To test the iquor, he pulverizes the ber 
ries, and uses an ounce to a cup. Here, 
again, he does not swallow the coffee 
which he tests, but only lets it touch his 
palate. Of course, for testing, he uses 
neither cream Lor sugar, though it is true 
that sometimes he adds, as a final test, 
a little cream, im order to see if the black 
liquor then will change its color properly, 
Its proper color with cream is a goldes 
brown; its wrong one is a dull gray.

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KENTUCKY SELL 
HER VAGRANTS 


IERE is a law under which men and 

g women are sold into temporary bond- 

age in Kentucky. it is known as 

the vagrant act, and wes passed oy the 
ieg'slature as long ago as 17%. ‘ 

Only a few weeks ego Sherit W. L. 
Lawson of Lancaster acted-as auctionerr 
and sold several of the vagrants. The 
sales take place every month or so. in all 
the counti:s, and a big crowd attends each 
time. The aged vagrant ect, which hes 
ibeen amended slightly once or twice in 
the last half a centurv.eshows that certain 
popular games of today were popular in 
colonial times, and mention is made es- 
pecially of "Pharoah banks. all “Pha-. 
roah” dealers or managers being described 
as saleable cr'minals. 

It is aftr ap ‘tndtetment by the grand- 
jury that the prisoner is cuetioned. The 
prosecution is er'minal in nature, and under 
the law the accused is entitled to ‘the 
benefit of reasonable doubt.” If found 
guilty, he must go into servitude, but the 
period of slavery is temporary; {if he ts 
an adult it laste only 12 months, and if 
he is a child he must serve until bis twen- 
ty-first birthday. 

Very often the purchaser is someone 
whom the vagrant has asked té-duy him, 
and in such cases the lot of the iatter is 
not hard, for he lives at ease upon the, 
resources of the purchaser, who is often 
hie relative. 

The law of 1793 was calle@ “An act te 
prevent the increase of vagtants end other 
idle and disorderly persons within this 
state.” In section 1 it is : 

“That every able-bodied who is 
found loitering or rambling ebdout, not hav- 
ing wherewithal to maintain himsel? by 
some visible property. and who doth not 
betake himself to labor of some honest 
calling to procure a livelihood; and all per- 
sons who may be found beggifig, and who 
quit their habitation and leave thelr wives 
and children without suitable means of sub- 
sistence whereby they suffer or become 
chargeable to the county: and all and every 
keeper and keepers, exhibitor or exhibitors 
of either of the gambling tables called A. 
B. Cc. or B. O. tables or of a Pharoah 
bank, or any other table or bank of the 
‘same kind under any denomination what- 
ever: and all other idle and dissolute per- 
sons rambling about without any visible 
means of subsistence, shall be deemed and 
treated as vagrants.” ° 
The remaining sections of the act deal 
with the details of the punishment, and 
the whole law takes up chapter 138 of the 
Kentucky statutes. For many years it 
contained a provision that the vagrant 
must be whipped publicly if nobody ap- 
peared to buy him, but this sectiog’ was 
repealed. The number of lashes by the 
public whipper was limited to 25. 

Out of the proceeds of a vagrant's sale 
are paid the fees and expenses of the prosé- 
cution, and whatever money is left has to

There was a fa:nily feud, particularly involving Sam. 

When thé war began this neighbor was made captain of a company of Federal 
Home ‘Guards, known otherwise as the vigilance con:mittee, comprising nearly a 
hundred men. Hildebrand had a brother namd Washington, who, with a com- 
pasion, was working in a lead mine a few miles away, now the site of the thriving 
town of Bonne Terre, The home guard captain marched bis company to the mine,

ily. he gathered a few friends around him and retired to a cave under the bluffs

In that. cave the news of the burning of his mother’s house and the killing of 
his. brothers ‘reached him, and it is said that Sam Hildebrand took a solemn oath

3 During the: four years that followed he very nearly fulfilled his vow, The 
war ended a-little too soon for Hildebrand to kill all his enemies, but it is common 
report in. his country that he killed between 80 and 90 men.
